MURDER AT OOLTON. 


Clew to the Cold-blooded Assassin's 
Identity. 

A horrible murder was committed at the 
Transcontinental Hotel, Colton, Tuesday 
night. A man and woman had arrived on 
the east-bound train and taken a room at 
the hotel. Between 12 and 1 Wednesday 
morning a chambermaid found the woman 


-|} murdered on her bed. The assassin had 


knocked her senseless with a hammer, cut 
her throat from ear to ear, felded her arms 
‘across her breast, rifled her pockets and 
satchel, burned her papers and fled. The 
murderer was tall and light complexioned 
with heavy sandy moustache. He appeared 
like a foreigner. He wore a double-breasted 
short cut coat of dark material.

DR. LATHAM. 


He Talks Horte Sense to the Northern 
Citrus Beit. 

THe Totes some weeks ago noted the 
presence here of Dr. Latham, secre- 
tary of the Northern Citrus Belt Asso- 
ciation. He has got back. to Sacra- 
mento, and talks horse sense to the peo- 
ple. The Sacramento Record-Union 
gays: 

Dr. Latham has returned from Los An- 

les, where he spent several days last 
week, and in response to gone lied 
concerning that portion of the State 
and the prosperity there abounding. 


d: 

ne southern part of this State has 
certainly been having a boom for a 
number of years, with a result of a re- 
markable increase, in and 
wealth. The methods that bring such 
results are worth the attention of other 
sections seeking for more capital or 
more people. It was with a view of 
studying these methods that I visited 
the southern part of the State. I found 
that the accounts of the boom had not 
been exaggerated. In fact, the growth 
of that section in population, wealth, 
greater 
than has been represented. . 

„Los Angeles may be taken as an 
example of what is being done in that 
region. Sixteen years ago that place 
was a small straggling town of 4000 
inhabitants. It was half Spanish and 
half American. It was a grazing cen- 
ter, and its streets were filled with cow- 
boys, sheepherders and broncho-riders. 
As a trade center it ranked with the 
smaller towns of the central and north- 
ern counties. The country surrounding 
that cow-town was held in large tracts 
to the exclusion of those who wanted 


small tracts of land. It is said that soũ0 


unprofitable were these large land- 
holdings, that many of them were 
mortgaged to San Francisco capitalists, 
and eventually taken them to satisfy 
their claims. This led, in 2 in- 
stances, te their subdivision and sale 
However this may be, 
about 10 years ago the soil and climate 
of all the country south of the Te- 
hachepi range began to attract atten- 


tion, and capital and population moved 


in that direction. 

„By 1880, Los Angeles had grown to a 
place of 11,000 and had assumed the 
characteristicsof a thriving American 
town. Since that year the whole of 
that southern section has had a steady 
stream of immigrants of the bet- 


ter class. It is now estimated that Los 


* 


to the horse railways. 


Angeles has 50,000 people, and froma 


limited observation I should say that | pape 


60,000 is a moderate estimate.. It has 
become a great railroad and distribut- 
ing center for all that southern country. 
including Arizona and some portions of 
Mexico. 

The population of the county of Los 
Angeles has increased in six years from 
31.000 to 100.000. The taxable wealth 
of Los Angeles county six years ago 
was 818.000.000; now it is $41,000,000, 
In 1880 the taxable property of the city 
Was $7,250,000; now it is $18,500,000. 

“In the places of the old one-story 
Mexican adobe buildings there are 
whole streets of fine brick blocks. The 
street-car lines extend from northeast 
to southwest six miles, and there are 
two cable roads running at right angles 
In the five 
counties comprising Southern Cali- 
fornia there are more than 200 large 
‘tracts that have been divided and are 
being sold in small lots to suit the pur- 
chaser.” Some of these have attracted 
some thousands of people and large 
amounts of capital, and have grown 
beyond mere colonies, becoming cities. 
Of this class Riverside and Pasadena 
are illustrations. Some idea of the 
numbers of people going to that county 
and the purchases of real estate by 


them may found by the 
real-estate transactions in Los 
Angeles. There are in that city 


175 licensed real-estate firms and there 
must be several hundred people whose 


sole occupation is dealing in landed 


property. For the past 12 months the 
sales of real estate in Los Angeles 
county reached the enormous stim of 
$27,000,000. The business development 
of that city has been so rapid that it 
has outgrown the present postal facili- 
ties. Within four 1 the number 
of carriers has been increased from 8 
to 14, and that number are unable to 
do the work. There are 1500 postoffice 
boxes and 500 applications for boxes on 
file. Every week now 1000 orders ae 
received for changes of delivery of 
mail and for forwarding it. The 
numbers of people going daily 
into Los Angeles are very large. 
During one week of last December 10,- 
0” peor arrived there on the over- 
land trains. In every direction from 
this center there are thriving settle- 
ments. In the San Gabriel Valley, 
within a distance of 20 miles, there are 
12 flourishing colonies. Pasadena has 
grown in three years from a mere 
village to a city of 8000 people. I was 
told there that 500 mechanics were con- 
stantly employed in that place, and 
‘that more would be employed if lumber 
could be obtained. So great has bgen 
the increase in the population and trade 
of the San Gabriel Valley that a sec- 


ond railroad has been built through it, 


and a third is in course of construction. 
„A volume would not contain all that 
might be said of the results of the boom 
there. It should be stated, however, 
that if anybody is of the opinion that 
the ‘‘boom”’ there is only a temporary 
one, he will soon see his mistake. There 
is a country south of the Tehachehpi 
‘range larger than the Empire State, 


an there large are tracts of rich, arable. 
lands that still await the settler. That 


area is capable, when properly devel- 
oped, of sustaining 1,000,000 people. 
There are many thousands of people in 
the Eastern States; nd Territories who 
are anxious to ese»ne from the terrors 
aud oppressions of their winters. and 
tuese Will come in a vastly-increased 
volume for years hereafter. In my 
orinion the boom there will be greater 
ten yeras hence thin now. 
The means us d to bring about 
these great results are what are of the 
most interest to us here in Central 
California. In all instances when land 
has been subdivided and offered for 
Sale water has been brought to each 20 
acres, and the title to the land carried 
he title to the water in perpetuity. 
herever the new-comer settled he 
had'neighbors settling around him, and 
their labors helped to enhance the 
value of his land. In no instance has 
the home-seeker been invited to go onto 
a dry plain and put his means into land 


and improvements, and there starve 


while his vines and trees are grow- 
ing to a bearing age, la many. 
instances there the land-owners 
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have not only brought the water to 
the land and sold it with the land. but 
they have planted miles of trees along 
the avenues, and also built hotels, 
stores and other buildings, fg | 
thousands of dollars before the | 
was offered for sale. In one instance a 
land company expended $500,000 in 
ditches, buildings and other improve- 
ments before ap acre was sold, aud the 
company made a million dollars by its 
enterprise. In my opinion it will be 
necessary for the money of this portion 
of the State to interest itself in put- 
ting tracts of land In proper 
shape for settlement böfore there 
can be auy ere. There is 
plenty of land here, plenty of water, 
and plenty of money to bring them to- 
gether, and it will be necessary to have 
this done before we can attract peo- 
ple from the southern part of the State, 
where all this has been done in hun- 
dreds of cases. Iam satisfied that we 
must create any boom we are to have 
here, and it cannot be done without the 
lands are prepared to properly settle 
the people who may come, and that re- 
quires energy, enterprise and capital.“ 
Dr. Latham states that he was re- 
ceived, wherever he went in the south- 
ern part of the State, with the utmost 
cordiality, and he heard no expressions 
of jealousy toward other portions of 
the State. The people down there, he 
says, greatly enjoy the “boom” they 
have, and are willing to see others 
have the same prosperity.

Shooting for Rain. 
The subject of causing rain by arti- 


ficig] means has been discussed more or 
less for twenty years, and seems to have 


advanced to the basis of a well-grounded 


theory. It has never been demonstrated 


no adequate system of experiments has 
been undertaken for this especial pur- 
pose; but some day a government which 
can afford to spend money on such 
things, and is far-seeing enough to ac- 
knowledge the importance of it, will 
make the experiment, and then the 
world may know all about it. It, is no 
more unreasonable to say that men 
may some time control the wa mn * 
the atmosphere than to acknowledge 
(which we must) that they bring the 
electricity of the air into subjection. 
There is no more subtle influence in 
nature than electricity. If we can 
catch that and harness it to a wagon, 
we ought to be able to catch a cloud 
and’squeeze the water out of it: 

The idea of producing rain by artifi- 
cial means was first suggested by the 
frequent—almost regular—occurrence 
of a storm after a battle. To this 
phenomenon every old soldier will bear 
testimony, and the more the subject is 
investigated, both with reference to 
wars in the United States and in other 
countries, the stronger becomes the 
conyiction that there is something 
in it.“ 

In 1871, Edward Powers, civil en- 
giueer, published a little book in which 
he canvassed lucidly and scientifically 
the subject of producing rain by artifi- 
cial means. The object of his treatise 
was to secure experiments by the gov- 
ernment to test the theory. He urged 
that, if it is a legitimate subject for 
legislative expenditure to provide 
means for warning the merchant and 
shipper of the approach of hurricanes, 
it is no less so to provide relief for the 
farmer when his fields are parched 
with drought. He also cited the fact 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are lavished upon scientific expendi- 
tures for the observation of eclipses, 
for prosecuting geologic, speculatfons, 


for explorations in Arctic ice, in search 
of the mysterious pole, while the issue 
of such investigations could not promise 
a tithe of the benefits tothe human race 
of that which was suggested to demon- 
strate the possibility of rain production.

As a groundwork for his theory, Mr. 
Powers delved into history, quoting 
statistics to show the rainfalls which 
succeeded fifty or more battles, ranging 
from Buena Vista, in Mexico, in 1847, 
the mest noted fights of the rebellion, 
and battles of recent European -wars. 
The mass of evidence thus adduced is 
not claimed as a demonstration of the 
theory, but as showing sufficient war- 
rant for further investigation. 

Mr. Powers suggested that a series 
of experiments might most readily be 
undertaken at or near government 
arsenals; the guns might be arranged 
in various ways, to test the effect of 
their combined and diffused concussion 
on the air. It is possible that electrical 
influences might be established also, 
and the effect of a rising column of 
heated air would no doubt have a bear- 
ing on the result. 

It is an interesting topic. Though 
the seeds of ideas are sometimes slow 
in germinating, they are very tenacious 
of lite, and sometimes sprout and 
grow long after the hand that scat- 
tered them has passed away. Mr. 
Powers set a. great many people 
to thinking, and the crop may be gar- 
nered years hence. Southern Califor- 
nia would be an especially propitious 
field for such experiments. During the 
driest seasons and the driest years the 
atmosphere is periodically charged with 
moisture, but theclouds, after hanging 
over for days sometimes, are driven off 
by strong winds. The one thing need- 
ful is to induce precipitation while the 
clouds are here. A strong battery, 
planted on Wilson’s Peak, Old Baldy 
or Mt. San Jacinto, might be called 
into requisition at such times, and who 
can say that it would not prove effica- 
cious? : 

By and by this materialistic people 
may reach the stage of shooting for rain 
instead of praying for it. There will 
be nothing impious in the change of 
methods if the more practical can only 
be made successful, for it is good doc- 
trine that The Lord helps those who 
help themselves.“ |

SACRAMENTO, 


Stoneman’s Last Message to 
the Legislature. 


Document Covering Leading 
State Topics. 


A Long 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 6.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.] Gov. Stoneman sub- 


mitted his parting message to the Legisla- 
ture today. The following are its main 
features: 


THE STATE’S GREAT INDUSTRIES. 

It is with a feeling of satisfaction that I 
refer to California’s chief industry, as un- 
der this heading can legitimately come all 
productions of the land. The preductive 
qualities of this great State are at this time 
commanding the attention of the world, not 
alone in the yield of cereals but in the culti- 
vation of more varied products. The in- 
creased interest and successful results in 
the vine and fruit yee districts have 
added greatly to the productive fame of 
California. A State that can show a produc- 
tion annually of from 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 gal- 
lons of wine, thousands of tons of frui 
8.000, to 10,000,000 pounds of wool an 
half a million boxes of raisins, and whose 
citrus fruits are the admiration of all must 
be prosperous. The demand for her pro- 
ductions will increase in manifold degree. 
The United States is a country of immense 
area, with a ulation of 60,000,000 of 

le and rapidly increasing. California is 

ut a small portion of these United —— 
but is the one that can produce the greates 
variety of the prime articles of neces 
sity and luxury. Not only must her 


hilly slopes and rich  valleys- fur- 
nish all the wine these pects are 
to but also the rais figs, 
olives, ete. The unreliability of frui 


raising in many of our States and the notice- 
able regularity with which this State brings 
forth her fruit, both deciduous and citrus, 
has demonstrated that California is the 
foremost fruit producing State in the Union. 
To properly bring the attention of the con- 
sumer to our productions, both agricul 

and horticultural, we must foster such in- 
dustries. The various public institutions 
for this purpose now aided by the State, I 
find to be managed in a manner that not 
only reflects credit upon the boards of man- 
agement but upon the E of the State. 

In administering to the wants ot the peo- 
ple it has been my aim and desire make 
appointments from the class of c ns 
whose interests are in common with the 
institutions they are selected to manage, 
thereby effecting a relative feeling that in a 
a of cases has given me assurance 
that e method opted was the 
correct one. The most prominent insti- 
tution among those referred to is the 

STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY, 
which has accomplished much toward in- 
creasing the resources of the State. The 
increased advantages now offered to exhibit- 
ors, the inauguration of a system of encour- 
aging the varied productions of each county, 
the largely-increased displays in the live 
stock de ment, and the 
manifested in the annual exhibitions of this 
society, are evidences the management 
has been most complete. 

The late citrus fair held in Sacramento. 
was from every standpoint a great success. 
It proved to all interested that the soil and 
climate of Middle and Northern California 
are well 
fruits. The problem of how to get rid of 
fruit pests is attraeting the attention it de- 
serves from the State Board of Horticulture. 
In this the inspector of fruit pests 
says that itis of paramount importance to 
the fruit-growing interest that the work 
begun by the State should continue to be 
liberally supported. 

RAILWAY TAXES. 

The Controller’s report gives a full, clear 


and cogent statement of the facts upon the | f 


much agitated question of railroad taxes, 
with details concerning the course and con- 


sequences of the measures taken to enforce 
their payment. It contains also eghaustive 
tables of the amounts a I, received and 
delinquent during the past six years. 
It has been the earnest endeavor of 
the administration to bring this. matter 
so long at issue between the State 
and certain railroad corporations to a final 
decision as soon as ible before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. With 
that object in view, I addressed a letter to 
hat court, dated November 25, 1885, request- 
ng that the cases pending between these 
two litigants should be advanced upon the 
calendar. An early hearing followed. A 
decision was rendered against the State, but 
not upon the living vital question of the 
validity or constitutionality of our revenue 
system as applied to the taxation of railroad

The opinions 1 then 
entertained still remain unchanged and I 
now believe, as then, that this vast and all- 
important questio water and water rights 
cannot be satisfactorily solved at a regular 
session of the Legislature, limited as it is 
by the Constitution to sixty days, during 
which so many other matters demandin 
legislative action engross the time — 
attention of the members. How you are to 
deal with this irrigation problem. upon 
which the parties to which you are affiliated 
have demanded action, is one upon which I 
am not inclined to make a recommendation, 
except to suggest that the committees on 
irrigation in both houses, in case they fail 
to accomplish the desired results should be 
authorized to continue their labors after the 
termination of the present session.

DYNAMITE. 


An Explosion on a Cable Road in San 
ncisco. 

San Francisco, Jan. 6.— [By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] At alate hour last 
night residents in the vicinity of Ninth and 
Harrison streets were startled by a terrific 
explosion. Mostof them had gone to bed, 
and, being awakened from their sleep, ran 
out into the street in their night clothing. 
The first impression created was that an 
earthquake had shaken down a building.

THREE SURVIVORS. 


Wreck of the Harvey Mills in 
he Pacific Ocean. 


Over a Score of Her Crew Supposed to 


The Mate and Two Seamen Picked Up 
and Brought to San Pedro. 


— 


Terribte of the Survivors—Floating for 
Four Days Without Feed on a Rast- The 
Ship’ Overloaded—A Terrible 

Narrative. 


By Telegraph to The Time. 

San Pepro, Jan. 6.— [Special.] Three 
survivors ofuthe wrecked ship Harvey Mills 
were landed here today by the ship Majestic. 
The Harvey Mills sailed from Tacoma on 
December 7th with coal for San Francisco. 
The men say she was overloaded. She 
encountered a heavy storm on the night of 
December 15th, and listed over on her beam 
ends. The men cut away the mizzen mast 
which fell over the side and held the vessel 
down, The mainmast went by the board 
and made matters worse. Eight minutes 
after the mainmast fell the vessel went 
down stern foremost. The roof of the cabin 
floated and upon it the mate and three men 
found footing. Capt. Crawford and the rest 
of the crew floated on a raft, but were lost 
sight of and were probably drowned. 

The mate and men stayed on the cabin 
roof four days and nights without food. 
One became crazed and jumped off. The 
rest were picked up on the 20th of Decem- 
ber by the Majestic, a coal vessel from 
Tacoma to San Diego. The mate and men 
were brought to San Pedro this morning. 
They are ina pitiable condition. One sailor
